“Cool in a ‘non:metallic’ contain-
er for not more than three hours,

Serve in tall glasses with ice,
adding simple syrup or sugar
and cream to taste. .

QUICK METHOD
—Make coffee--double strength,
by using half the amount of wa.
ter to the usual amount of cof-
fee.

Pour hot over ice:cubes in tall
glasses. The extra strong coffee
allows for the dilution caused by
the melting of ‘the ice. '

Serve with cream and simple
syrup or sugar to taste,

For a new taste- treat. sweet-
en your ice coffee: with'simple.
syrup. Just boil equal quantities
of sugar and water for about
ten .minutes, stirring until the
sugar has dissolved. * Simple
syrup can be made in large or
small  quantities since it keeps
indefinitely when stored in the
refrigerator.”
